GRASSHOPPERS 
ARE A MENACE 


Mr. Farmer ! Can you ignore 
this ? 

I think that a few points on 
the grasshopper menace, picked 
from government circulars and 
from newspapers, now will be 
just in time. 

The pest has been spreading 
north ward, having reached ser- 
ious proportions in the south, 
where as many as 5,000 egys to 
the square foot have been found 
during the past winter. 

Wet seasons will not kill the 
hoppers, unless there is rain 
enough to drown the crops. 

There are 35 varieties of hop- 
pers iu Alberta. The little ones, 
that may be hopping now were 
hatched last faJl, and will do 
very little damage. 

Four kinds of hoppers are to 
be feared, viz., the roadside hop- 
per, the lesser migratory «hop- 
per, the two-striped hopper and 
the red-legged hopper. 

The roadside variety, so call- 
ed because they lay their egys 
in sod only, either in old pas- 
tures or aloug the sides of the 
road, sometimes around sloughs 
on open prairie or along traits, 
but never all over the prairie. 
If they are caught shortly after 
hatching, it is only necessary to 
cover small areas with the poi- 
son. They never hatch before 
the middle of May and will 
paren bea couple of weeks 
ater this year. The presence 
of eggs should be looked for ; 
they will be found in clusters 
at a depth of about half an inch 
and look like shrivelled grains 
of wheat, nearly white in col- 
our. 

Ae soon as the hoppers hatch 
report to your member of the 
municipal council and Eat the 
bait; you may have 25 this year 
for every one you had last year. 

Poisoned bait gives perfect 


results, most effective and 
cheap. Burning the grass 
works sometimes, but may 


hatch more than it kills if not 
done just at the right time, and 
by removing the long grass 
shelter may spread them out 
over a wider area, 

For ten days or two weeks 
after they are hatched, the 
young hoppers will come back 
into their natal sod for shelter, 
and it is not necessary to bait 
the field that they work in dur- 
ing theday. Put the bait out 
out early in the morning, as 
the hoppers are hungry then 


“land feed on it best while fresh. 


Put it where the hoppers are 
thick, and they will feed on it 
within twenty minutes of when 
it is put out. The bait will not 
be of much value after the first 
half hour. Broadcast it very 
thinly, say 25 pounds of the 
mixture toan acre, or half a 
mile of fence row. ‘Throw it as 
far as youcan so every flake 
will fall separately. The hop- 
pers will crawl a foot to feed 
on a flake of the bran and one 
flake is enough to poison ten 
hoppers when they are small. 

Do not expect results too 
quickly, A gopher may die 
within a few minutes of when 
itis poisoned, but it takes 2 or 
3 daysfor 4 gra sshopper to quit, 
although he will not do any 
dumage in the interval, not 
feeling hungry. 

The government has 150 cars 
of arsenic here now, also 120 
cars of sawdust and all the bran 
in Alberta, as well as 50 cars of 
bran coming from Moose Jaw. 

The present government has 
made it compulsory to poison 
the grasshoppers. 

Councillor L., R. Forcht re- 
ported finding eggs in his div- 
ision (No, 4) last week. The 
eggs were sent to R, O, German, 
Gadsby, inspector of Control 
Area, No, 21. Mr. German 
phoned me last Friday that the 
eggs were of the dangerous 
kind. Prof. E. H, Strickland 
says the dangerous hoppers 
this year wil] not hatch till end 
of May, beginning of June,— 
Therefore, the hoppers flying 
now are not the dangerous 
kind, 

Now, please note, nothing of 
this would have appeared had 
it not béen found absolute nec- 
essary and urgent. It is all 
done with the sole intention of 
stamping out the pest, to help

cedented interest cha led to the inauguration, if not invention, of new 
schemes and methods of taxation During the war it was practically impos 
sible to control expenditures, hence it was necessary to raise money by bor 
rowings and through excessive taxation to cover such expenditures This 
practice, then enforced upon Governments, has for too long a period been 
continued-—Governments basing their revenue requirements upon their ex 


penditures, instead of endeavoring to bring expenditures within the limits of 


| 


their revenues 
More recently, however, attempts have been made to reduce expendl 

tures The Washington coaference on armaments was a noteworthy attempt 

in that direction In Great Britain remarkable economies have been recom 

mended by the Geddes Commission, and steps are now being taken to put 

many of these into effect In Canada, too, an earnest effort is being made 
to bring about reduction in national expenditures, instead of. merely striving | 
to devise new means of taxation and enlarged revenues These are signs of 

a return to national sanity, because the road we were travelling was bound 


ere long to end in dis Municipal governments are likewise beginning 


to learn from past bitter experiences, and reductions in civic budgets are the 
order of the day 
There is, however, one field in Canada which would appear to offer an op 
portunity for harvesting a valuable crop of national economies and savings in 
expenditures, both Federally and Provincially, that is being neglected Un 
doubtedly, polticians are somewhat loth to tackle it as once the question is 
opened to close investigation and expert study there is no telling what acute 
differences of opinion may develop throughout the country, or what really 
troublesome questions may call for answer and a solution It is a case of 
leaving well enough alone no matter how bad that “well enough” may be 
We refer to the very large question of the increasingly apparent need for 
a revision of Canada’s constitution as it is laid down in black and white in 
the British North America Act During more than half a century of un 
paralled change and progre throughout the world, there has been practically 
no amendment of any importance to the Canadian constitution It still 


Stands as it was written to meet the needs of 1867 and the future as it could} 
| 


be read by statesmen at that time. | 


Canada has advanced 


sufficiently, and national sentiment developed to an extent, to warrant the 
hope that we have outgrown the need for many of the compromises effected | 
fo meet the local fears and jealousies of Provincial units and minorities in 
1867 

With one of the heaviest per capita national debts in the world it is 
essential that Canada should enforce economies in administration and ex- 
penditure wherever it can be done without impairing the efficiency of the 
public services And where it is possible to effect changes which will not 
only prove economical but add to efficiency in service and administration, | 
surely it is the height of folly to neglect them merely because the path to] 
reform may be strewn with difficulty 

After all no ver great controversial questions need be involved in a 
consideration of quite a few subjects wherein there will be found to lie big 
opportunities for increased efficiency in public services at a very materially 
reduced cost to the country at large and relief to the over-burdened taxpayer 
All that is required is courage g business sense, and some of that

Casgrain Says Canal” 
Would Increase Rates 


Ocean Vessels Would Not Compete 
With Low Charges 

Ottawa.—Resuming his speech on 
the St. Lawrence ship canal in the 
Senate, Senator Casgrain declared 
that its construction instead of cheap- 
ehing rates would increase them, On 
May 5 the rate on wheat from Port 
Arthur to Montreal including all 
charges, was less than 7 cents per 
bushel, while the average rate per 
bushel from 1910 to 1915 from Port 
Arthur to Liverpool, ineluding all 
charges was 10.73 cents. No ocean 
vessel would ever enter the great 
lakes and compete with that port. 

A ten-thousand-ton tramp steamer 
costs $800 per day to operate, and 
it would take fifty days for a return 
voyage from Liverpool/to Duluth, or 
a total cost of $40,000. Such a ship 
would carry only two hundred thous- 
and bushels of grain at 11 cents per 
bushel, which would mean a net loss 
of $18,000 dollars. Lake carriers 
could handle five hundred thousand 
bushels of grain on an average. They 
could come down with ore and grain 
to the lower lakes and get a complete 
cargo of coal back. They could make 
the return voyage in ten days with a 
revenue of $11,000.

Advancement 


An Increase of Nearly a Hundred Per 
Cent. In the Operation of the 
System in 1921 Compared With 
1920 

Under the cow-testing plan conduct 
ed by the Dairy Braych of the Do. 
minfon Department of Agriculture 
there was a great increase last year 
in the entire couhtry of the number 
of herds and cows tested, of the test 
ing centres established, and of the 
total tests made, What ts more im 
portant is that advance is indicated in 
the average production both of milk 
and fat. The report on the subject 
for 1921 records an increase In seven 
provinces last year compared with 
with the preceding year. New Bruns 
wick fell away a little, and the Sas. 
katchewan Department of Agricul- 
ture undertook the operation of the 
entire system in that province. In 
Manitoba, the provincial dairy branch 
takes completes charge of the fleld 
work as well as organizing and super 
vising the testing centres, while the 
Dominion Dairy Branch compiles the 
records and pays for the tesfIng. The 
other provinces all cooperate with 
the Dominion Department in the con 
duct and direction of the work. 

The policy in force requires the 
farmers to supply the necessary equip 
ment to welgh the milk, and to keep 
samples for three days during each 
month, while the Dominion Dairy 
Branch, through thé provincial dairy 
promoters, organizes and supervises 
the testing centres and compiles the 
records received at the Ottawa office 

In Ontario last yearn, due largely to 
the District Representatives and the 
Provincial Dairy Instructors, the work 
nearly doubled, and in Quebec the 
Provincial Dairy Inspectors conducted 
campaigns which resulted in a_ re- 
markable increase. The advance 
made is shown in the report by statis 
tical tables, recording the number of 
herds and cows tested, the number of 
centres established, the number 
tests, and the average total produc 
tion of milk and fat in each of the 
last three years. It also gives the 
average production and increase of 
seven herds in 1921 compared 
1919, each showing a marked 
crease; the number of herds, 
and tests by provinces in 1919, 
and 1921, and the number of cows 
tested with the average production of 
milk and fat at the four principal cen 
tres in Ontario, In 1919 there were

The Dominion Animal Husbandman | 


Fur Farming 
Sanitation and Cleanliness Are Essen- 
tial for Success 


In my last letter I told of the posst- 
bilities of fur farming and why it 
should be profitable in the west. I 
will now try to tell you how it should 
be carried on to have the greatest in- 
crease in your stock. 

There are some very important 
things to consider in fur farming and 
the most essential are to get the very 
best stock to start with. Another is 
proper feeding and still another is the 
Sanitary problems of your ranch, 
which if neglected mean failure to 
produce the kind of animal that 
brings the highest market price. 

Wild animals in captivity are not 
subject to many diseases if sanitation 
is strictly enforced. To do this one 
must start early in the spring or as 
soon as it is advisable to go into the 
ranch and keep everything scrupulous- 
ly clean in the pens and houses, and 
if the houses are sprayed once a week 
with creolin, using a fine spray, fleas 
will be kept away an you will not 
have to use anything on your animals. 
All feeding dishes should be first 
washed in clean water and then boil- 
ed and set in the sun until again used, 
sand every dish used in preparing the 
food should be treated the same after 
it-is used so that nothing will become 
tainted in the least. All food that is 
carried over from one meal to another 
should be protected from flies, ete., 
either by screens or in a cooler, and 
food should be fed as fresh as it is 
possible to procure it. It is true 
that some animals will eat food that 
has gone bad, but it is just as true 
that this food is not good for them 
and will sooner or later cause trouble. 
It is better to feed milk in the even- 
ing after the weather becomes hot 
and muggy, as it does not sour as 
quickly in the cool of the evening as 
it docs in the sun of the day.—W. G. 
Church, Inspector.
